Excursion Rates to as Well as 
From the East. 

The Rock Island Springs a Sur- 
prise on the Colorado 
Lines at Meeting. 

The Trans- Missouri Committee of 
the Western Passenger Association is 
holding its annual meeting at the 
Blown Palace hotel. A surprise was 
aptung on thcC immittee at the morn- 
ing session, by General Passenger 
Agent Sebastian, ol the Rock Island 
Beginning about June so, the Rock 
Island will run lour excursions Irom 
Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Omaha to Colorado common points, 
making a rate cf one fare plus fi for 
the round trip and return limit of Oc- 
tober 31st on the tickets. These ex- 
cursions will be lun as special excur- 
sion trains and about the same dates 
return excursions will be run from 
Denver, Colorado Springs and Pueblo 
to the Eastern points, the same rate 
prevailing, thus enabling Colorado 
people defiling to do so to make tour- 
ist trips East during the summer, with 
the same advantages granted Eastern 
tourists who come West. — Denver

Why Admiral Dewey Became 
a Candidate. 

Walter Wellman, in the Chicago 
Times-Herald, under date of April 16, 
has the following lu say about the 
would-be candidate for President: 

‘‘The Dewey mystery is explained 
at last. The real reason for the ad- 
miral’s sudden announcement of him- 
self as a Presidential candidate and 
. his bitter feeling toward President 
McKinley are cleared np by a discov- 
ery which was made yesterday. 

"Admiral Dewey himself furnished 
the cine to the explanation by com- 
plaining to his friends that President 
McKinley had unjustly deprived him 
of ten thousand dollars. In the ad- 
miral's opinion, the President has 
'robbed him.’ 

"The basis for this charge is the 
fact that President McKinley has been 
unable to pay Admiral Dewey the 
same compensation as that received 
by the civilian members of the late 
Phi 1 ippinecomml 8 sion,to-wit,|io,ooo. 

"The President wanted to pay this 
sum to the admiral, but the law would 
not permit. That section of the stat- 
ute which says no one shall bold two 
offices ol trust and profit under the 
United States government where com- 
pensation exceeds $2,500 was in the 
way, and though the President tried 
to find a way around the statute, 
neither he nor hia law officers were 
able to do so, and Admiral Dewey can 
not have his $10,000. 

"About a month ago, Admiral Dew- 
ey called at the While House and 
asked President McKinley about com- 
pensation for his services as a member 
of the Philippine commission. The 
President told him be wanted to pay 
him the same sum as the other civilian 
members were to receive. Admiral 
Dewey then volunteered to the PresK 
dent the statement that, in his opin- 
ion, there was but one candidate for 
President in this country, that there 
should be but one, Mr. McKinley. 

*' 'You have earned a re election, 
and the people will give it to you,’ 
the admiral said. Dewey then went 
on to say that he had always been a 
Republican, that be was originally a 
Republican 00 the slavery issue, was 
afterward a Republican on protection, 
then on the money question, and was 
now a Republican on expansion. He 
thanked the President for all past 
kindnesses, and went away in a hap- 
py frame of mind. A few days later 
he started on a tour through the south.

southern trip, the first thing he heard 
•t the office ol the Secretary ol the 
Navy was (hat the law would not per- 
mit him to draw the $10,000 compen- 
sation. The admiral lost his temper. 
He went home livid with rage. He 
swore at the President in ihe most 
bitter way. He paced the floor of hia 
room exclaiming that President Me 
Kiniey had robbed him of his just 
dues, had treated him like a dog, bad 
trumped up this legal obstacle for the 
purpose ol cheating and robbing him. 

"Incredible as it may appear, these 
were his expressions. He apparently 
could not find words vicious enough 
to express his feelings. He declared 
he would have vengeance .‘or his fan- 
cied wrongs, and in a day or two not 
.-Hjt the people of the country, but 
Admiral Dewey's most intimate 
friends were amazed and surprised at 
his announcement that he was a can- 
didate lor President. 

"From that day to this, the admiral 
; has been complaining of McKinley 
and ot the administration in general, 
and through bis lault-finding the first 
information concerning the matter 
leaked out. 

"Investigation in administration 
circles discloses the great unwilling- 
ness to talk about the case at all. It 
is not denied that the President re- 
fused to pay Admiral Dewey the sum 
! which was paid to other members ol 
the commission, but President MbKin- 
ley has issued orders that notone word 
be said about the affair by any of his 
advisers. 

"The President feels very sorry that 
Admiral Dewey has taken umbrage 
over this incident, and is not con- 
scious of having ever done a single I 
thing to deserve the admiral's censure 
or ill-will. It had been the hope of 
the President that Admiral Dewey 
would, after a time, see the matter in 
( a more reasonable light, and would 
seek an explanation as to the facts in- 
stead of letting the trouble get out to 
the newspapers. President McKin 
j ley has a high regard for Admiral 
I Dewey, and is sincerely sorry that 
i anything has occurred to mar the 
) pleasant nature of their relations. 

"A few days ago, when the Chicago 
Dewey committee called at the White 
House, President McKinley praised 
Admiral Dewey warmly as a man and 
an official, though at that time the 
President knew Dewey had peisonally 
denounced him and charged him with 
all manner of misconduct. 

"Now that Admiral Dewey's anger 
has caused the $10, 000 case to become 
public property, I have been able to 
secure from unexceptional sources the 
following statement of the facta: 

"When President McKinley told 
Admiral Dewey that he wanted to pay 
him the money, and thought he had ! 
earned it, the President believed a way ] 
could be found to do so without vio- 1 
lating the law. Having some doubt I 
upon this score he asked three of bis 1 
advisers to look up the statutes and | 
report to him their opinions. The ! 
President hoped that at least one ol 1 
the three would finds loophole through | 
which the Dewey payment might be I 
made. But all three reported that it 
could not be done. j 

"A member of the cabinet advised 1 
the President to order the payment 1 
notwithstanding these opinions, and j 
trust to public opinion to endorse his 
action. The President replied that he l 
would be very glad to do so, but he 1 
could not reconcile his conscience to . 
an open violation of the law. The 
Comptroller of the Treasury was then 
appealed tP for an opinion, this offi- • 
cial having the right to overrule the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Attoi- 
ney General, or even the President 
himself ou a matter of this kind. 

"For the sake of secrecy, the Comp 
trailer was asked if 'an admiral or a j 
general o( the army' could receive 
compensation in addition to his offi- 
cial salary. The Comptroller prompt- 
ly replied that he could not. II the 
Comptroller had ruled otherwise, an 
or lerifoi the payment to Dewey would 
h ive been made. 

"The last resource in the legal line 
having been exhausted, some of the 
President's advisers suggested that a 
bill be seat to Congress asking author- 1 
ity to pay this sum to Admiral Dewey 
and to Gen. Otis, the other military 
member of the commission. This was 
under consideration when Admiral 
Dewey returned from bis southern 
tour and learned that his payment had 
been held np. Before the President 
and his advisers could reach a decision : 
as to what to do about asking Con- , 
gress for authority. Admiral Dewey's 
announcement ot himseil as a caudl 
date for President was given to the ■ 

! public. 

"There the matter rests. If Ad- 
miral Dewey wants Congress to pass 
an act authorizing him to receive this 
money, the President will be very 
glad to sign it and to order the money 
paid.”
